DEATH OF JACKSON S. SCHULTZ.

Dy the death of Jackson S. Schnlts,
which occurred yesterday at his home,
303 East Seventeenth street, New York
loses one ot Its prominent business
men, and one who has been identified
with many movements to advance the
public welfare.

Mr. Scliulti was seventy-liv- e years
old. He was born at Hyde Park, near
I'ougbkeepsle. Ills father was a tan-
ner, and young Schulti learned the
same trade, and later became one of
the heavy men of "the sv.amp" in
this city. His firm, Schulti, Inues &
Co., still does business at 111 Cliff
street.

In the overthrow of the Tweed regime
Mr. Schultz took a prominent part.
He was one of tbe famous Committee ol
Seventy, and largely through his efforts
won the nrreBt of Tweed brought about.

President Grant appointed Mr. Schultz
Commissioner to the Vienna Exposi-
tion: he was a member of the Chamber
of Commerce, a Governor of New York
Hospital, member ot the Hoard of
Health, director of the Park Bank,
once Prcaldcnt of tho Union League
Club, member of tho Iteform Club. Ilu
never ran for any political office.

Mr. Schultz accumulated a large for-
tune, and was the father ot eight chil-
dren, one eon nnd two daughters sur-
viving him. His funeral will take place
Thursday morning, trom All Souls'
Church, Madison avenue and Sixty-sixt- h

street.

CENTENNIAL OF JOHN WESLEY.

The Anniversary Fittingly Cele-
brated In Methodist Churches
AH Over tho World.

The death ot John Wesley, the pio-
neer of Methodism, occurred one hun-
dred yeara ago to-da- The centenary
